The new University to be created 
by the union of Loyolaand Sir George 
could be called Concordia. This is the 
name recommended to the boards 
of the two institutions following a 
lengthy review of submitted sugges- 
tions by the Joint Negotiating Commit- 
tee. 

“We believe that Concordia best 
meets the criteria for a name that 
will be widely acceptable and will 
properly represent the nature of the 
new University.'’ said the committee's 
statement. “It has a pleasant sound 
and ‘is relatively short. It highlights 
the spiritof concord or harmony which, 
we trust, will characterize the new 
University. 

The committee considered numer- 
ous other names and gave particular 
attention to the proposal thatthe name 
of the new University should be a 
combination of those of the existing 
institutions; they came to the conclu- 
sion that the new University should 
start out with its own new name, and 
the names Loyola and Sir George 
Williams be preserved in the designa- 
tion of the two campuses. 

This isinlinewith recommendations 
of Loyola alumni, who stated that they 
favoured a completely new name for 
the new institution with the present 
names retained for the twocampuses.
